AN appalling disaster is reported from the 
vicinity of Deadwood, D. T. By the caving 
of the roof of the Golden Terra Mine at that 
place, about 7 o’clock Thursday evening, two 
men were instantly killed and eleven buried 
alive. Had the terrible accident oceurred 
half an hour later the number of victims 
would have been much larger. As it was, 
only twenty men of sixty who intended to 
work in the mine at night had descended. 
Seven of these escaped. The two persons 
killed were forced through the mine shatt 
by the expansion of the compressed air, and 
were thrown, one against a tree, another 
against a Wall, and both were instantly 
killed.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 
GRANT COMING HOME, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 20.~A private dis- 
patch, received here to-day, says that Mr. Conk- 
ling’s friends have received notice that Gen. 
Grant began to make preparations, at the City 
of Mexico, to leave for the United States im- 
mediately ubou hearing that Senator Conkling 
had resigned. The belief is that be has been re- 
quested to come by Senator Conkling, and news 
of his starting is expected almost immediately. 
Another item of information has leaked out to- 
day in regard to a request Gen. Grant made when 
here concerning Gen. Badeau. The letter 
to Senator Jones states that he had requested 
that Gen. Badeau might remain ine position 
abroad until he had completed certain private 
work upon which he was engaged. It is a fact, 
bowever, that among other suggestions for Gen. 
Badeau, Gen. Grant requested that ne might be 
made Surveyor of the Port of New York. There 
was no special condition attached to this re- 
quest, so far as known, to the effect that the 
Senators from the State of New York should be 
first consulted in regard to such nomination. 

MR. CONKLING LEFT HERE 
at 2 o’clock to-day for New York in company 
with Senator Jones. He has been urged to come 
by bis friends in Albany and New York at the 
earliest possible moment for the purpose of 
consultation. Their friends here understand 
that there is great demoralzauon among the 
Conkling forces at Albany, and that they bave 
been seriously in want of a leader ever since the 
resignations were announced.

The Constitution adopted in 1816 
reads in Article 1: “This Society shail de 
known by the name of the American Bible 
Society, of which the sole object shall be 
to encourage and widen the circulation of 
the Holy Scriptures without note or comment. 
The only copies in the English language to be 
circulated by the Society shall be the version 
now in common use.” The Rev. Edward W. 
Gilman, one of the Secretaries of the Society, 
was asked, with reference to this, if the Society 
approved of the present revision. 
“WE DON’T KNOW MUCH ABOUT IT YET,” 
he said. “The Society is now a looker-on. If, 
after a trial, the new revised Testament is a 
roved by public opinion, if Christian people 

ire it, re is cothing in the way of an 
amendment to our Constitution to enable 
us to circulate the Book. We have not 
telt that there was any call to change our Con- 
stitution for this purpose, and there is no use in 
our venturing our capital now io competition 
with the English publishers. The Society is not 
in any way opposed to the new revision, and 
many of our men are interested in it,”

Yet he wasa 
person every way fitted, in Mr. Conkling’s 
opinion, to supplant Gen. Merritt as Collector 
of the Port of New York. 


THE reappointment by the President of 
some of the New York men whose nomina- 
tions were withdrawn atthe time Conkling 
threatened to confirm them but exclude Rob- 
ertson shows that the Président has no de- 
sire to promote a factional fight tn the Re- 
publican party of New York, but adheres to 
his original purpose of “toting fair” with 
the Conkling wing and the Independents. 


This course will command additional respect 


for President Garfield among impartial people, 
because it proves him to bea generous vic- 
tor, and above the cherishing of resentment. 
He has succeeded in all he undertook to do; 
and, satisfied with that, he gives notice to 
the former supporters of Mr. Conkling that 
they need not expect ostracism simply be- 
cause their leader has deserted them. Every 
man who has been attached to Conkling from 
pure conviction should contrast his present 
puerile position with the manly conduct of 
the President, and be governed by the lesson 
that contrast teaches. The President has 
defended his constitutional prerogative, and 
assured to all shades of Republicansa full 
measure of consideration. Having done so, 
he does not permit resentment for Conkling’s 
conduct to influence him any more than he 
did Conkling’s previous course of intimida- 
tion. 


Ir is understood that Mr. Conkling objects 
to the name “ Stalwarts,” as applied to his 
immediate adherents in the Empire State. 
He regards it as too comprehensive. And 
he is right, for the title Stalwart,” as gen- 
erally understood, would include President 
Garfield, Secretary Blaine, Gen. Logan, and 
hosts of lay members of the Republican 
party,—all those, indeed, who are radical“ 
on the Southern question. We are not in- 
formed as to whether the ex-Senator has 
suggested a more appropriate and distinctive 
title for his new party. His adversaries are 
called Featherheads.” We beg modestly 
to suggest that the opponents of the Feather- 
heads be called **Peacocktails.” The pea- 
cock is a splendid bird. Its head is adorned 
with “a crest of the most exquisit green and 
gold.“ But its distinguishing feature is its 
“train,” or tail. This beautiful tail is 
“all spangled with eyes,” whose focus is 
the green and gold crest on the bird’s 
head; and in requital of the devoted adula- 
tion of the “eyes” in the tail, the peacock, 
ever strutting slowly back and forth, turns 
his crested head constantly toward the circle 
of admiring eyes, gazing tenderly on the 
varied beauties of his own tail. Formerly 
the peacock was much venerated, for some- 
times,“ so history records, with the Holy 
Virgin, vows were addressed to it by chival- 
rous knights.” Zodlogists declare that the 
peacock “‘ always roosts high and is a quar- 
relsome bird.“ 

We can imagine ex-Senator Conkling re-

A CURIOUS AGREEMENT OF VIEWS. 

President Garfield and Senator Conkling 
are now so far apart that it would scarcely 
be supposed that their views on any matter 
connected with the Civil Service would agree. 
It may be shown, however, that each of these 
gentlemen, speaking for himself at a time 
when no personal interest was at stake, ex- 
pressed substantially the same views in re- 
gard to the relations between the Executive 
and Congress as to the appointing power. In 
an article which appeared in the Atlantic 
Monthly of July, 1871, Garfield wrote: 


In the main the balance of powers so admirably 
adjusted and distributed among the three great 
departments of the Government has been safe- 
ly preserved. It was the purpose of our fathers 
to lodge absolute power nowhere, to leave each 
department independent within its own sphere

Both these extracts will serve as timely 
commentaries on the present controversy be- 
tween Garfield and Conkling. Each was writ- 
ten several years ago, and hence may be 
fairly accepted as impartial and candid so far 
as the present situation is concerned. Ex- 
Senator Conkling’s presefit position could 
not.be more pointedly described than by the 
picture he then drew of an intriguing Con- 
gressional office-broker, while President 
Garfield is now acting upon a conviction of 
long standing, which he had reached at a 
time when he had probably never seriously 
thought of becoming President of the United 
States. In a comparison of views with prac- 
tice, President Garfield certainly appears to 
the better advantage. ‘

THE REMOVAL OF MERRITT. 

The one weak point in the position taken 
by President Garfield In regard to the New 
York patronage has been the displacement 
of Merritt as Collector, to make room for 
Robertson. This act has been commented 
upon unfavorably, even by those who are in- 
clined to be friendly to the Administration 
and have no sympathy with Conkling’s 
scheming. Conkling himself sought to trade 
upon the circumstance in his letter to Gov. 
Cornell. It is possible, nevertheless, that 
Merritt’s retirement at the request of Presi- 
aent Garfield did not involve a breach of the 
principles of Civil-Service reform, There 
are two theories at least whereby the change 
can be justified, one or the other of which is 
pretty likely to be correct. 

It may be that Mr. Merritt was not dis- 
placed without cause, which, while sufficient 
to justify the change, did not warrant a re- 
moval under the tenure-of-office law. It has 
been hinted that Mr. Merritt, who has now 
been in office two years, had permitted the 
vast patronage of the New York Custom- 
House to be influenced by Mr. Conkling and 
his agents sufficiently to suit their purposes. 
At all events, Mr. Conkling’s previous prac- 
tices in regard to Civil-Service reform 
suggest that he would not have made such 
strenuous opposition to Merritt’s retirement 
if Merritt, as Collector, had set his face 
against such political use of his office as 
would subserve Conkling’s personal interest. 
Conkling is not in the habit of defending 
men who have been even indifferent to his 
fortunes. If Merritt, either with the purpose 
of conciliation or by allowing himself to 
be overreached, has permitted Conkling 
to exercise all the influence over 
the New York Custom-House which was 
necessary to the Boss“ Senator, then that 
was an abundant reason for achange. The 
New York Custom-House is an institution 
which ought not to be run in any degree as 
a tender toa political machine, and itis to 
the common interest of the whole country 
that protection against Conkling’s influence 
should be assured. Perhaps this was Presi- 
dent Garfield’s motive in substituting Rob- 
ertson for Merritt. 

Another theory, which is in keeping with 
what has already been suggested, is, that Mr. 
Merritt was entirely willing to exchange the 
oftice of Collector for the position of Consul- 
General at London, which ranks higher in 
distinction if not in importance, in case such 
an exchange would assist the President in 
the embarrassing task of distributing the 
offices. In that event, the retirement, 
or rather the exchange, of one officer to 
make room for another of equal or 
greater. efficiency cannot be fairly treat- 

as an infraction of Civil-Service 
reform. Certainly Mr. Merritt has given 
every evidence of being entirely satisfied 
with the exchange that has been made, and 
in all the dispute that has grown out of such 
exchange no one has raised a question as to 
the fitness of Judge Robertson for the posi- 
tion to which he has been appointed. 

Whatever the verdict of an exacting Civil- 
Service reformer may be on the substitution 
of Robertson for Merritt before the expira- 
tion of the latter’s term, Mr. Conkling is 
estopped from making capital out of the cir- 
cumstance for two reasons—viz.: (1) Be- 
cause he has made a common practice of 
using office for political and personalvnds to 
the extent that any President would indulge, 
without any regard whatever to the rights 
or claims of those to be displaced; and (2) be- 
cause, in this very case, he had. already as- 
sented to Merritt’s removal, and even urged 
it, in order to make room for one of his own 
henchmen,—John F. Smythe,—whom he de- 
sired to place as his proxy in the New York 
Custom-House. In view of these facts, it 
is simply impertinent for Mr. Conkling to 
criticise the retirement of Merritt on Civil- 
Service principles. It was simply a question 
in Conkling’s mind how he could secure to 
himself the greatest amount of influence 
over the Custom-House. If he could have 
had Merritt removed to make room for 
Smythe or some other trusted servant of his 
own he would have approved and sustained 
his removal. It was not that he desired to 
keep Merritt in, but because he wanted to 
keep Robertson out, that he made his fight 
against the Administration. 


“ THE REVISED NEW TESTAMENT. 

In a day o. two the new revised version of 
the Testament will be in Chicago, and the 
readers and lovers of the noblest book in any 
language will have an opportunity to com- 
pare the two versions and decide to which 
they give their allegiance. In spite of the 
sacred character of the book, the scramble 
for copies of it in New York seems highly 
amusing, and would impress Oliver Gold- 
smith’s Chinaman with the idea that the peo- 
ple of that somewhat ungodly city had all 
suddenly experienced a change of heart and 
were determined that not amoment of time 
should escape them, not only in searching for 
the Scriptures, but in searching through 
them. Crowds were on hand as ear- 
ly as 1 o’cilock in 
obtain them, and booksellers have or- 
dered thousands upon thousands of 
copies, so confident are they of a rush for 
them, though aware of the fact that in a few 
days at farthest cheap fifteen-cent reprints 
of it from a dozen publishing houses will 
flood the market, and that the public demand 
will be attracted thitherward rather than to 
the more costly editions, It is not likely that 
this tremendous rush is the result of devo- 
tion so much as it is of curiosity. Undoubt- 
edly there are many people who want to 
compare the old and new versions and mark 
the differences, though it may not influence 
them in their selection. If there are no es- 
sential differences between them, then it is a 
matter of little consequence which one is 
used. Dr. Schaff, who was the Chairman of 
the American Committee of Kevision, and 
who ought to be thoroughly acquainted with 
the merits of the work, affirms that those who 
expect radical changes will be disappointed; 
that no article of faith is changed or any pre- 
cept of duty shaken; and that the great mass 
of readers and hearers will hardly be able to 
detect the differences. All the great doc- 
trines,” says the Doctor, upon which the 
Christian denominations are agreed remain as 
before, while all denominations will continue 
to appeal to the Bible for minor differences 
which separate them.“ If this be so, then 
the work of the revisers must have beeti< 
@ merely rhetorical and grammatical kin 
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art of writing musical 
prose. Had they p t of 
errors which had crept into it, and placed, where 
it was necessary, the variorum readings in tho 
margin, they would have performed a useful 
and acceptable work. But, in an effort to attain 
the dry and merely mechanical accuracy of ex- 
preseice, they have so revised the noblest book 
n the English language as to deprive it of much 
of its beauty, and they have destroyed many of 
its historical assoeiations. 


Conceding that no radical changes have 
been made, and that the great doctrines re- 
main intact, and that the difference is only 
one of rhetoric and grammar, the principal 
obstacle, we conceive, in the use of the new 
version will be the personal associations 
which cluster about the old. The old family 
Bibles which have been handed down from 
mother to son through generations will con- 
tinue to be regarded with an affectionate rev- 
erence which the new onés cannot attract, 
however handsome they may be in print or 
brave In binding. ‘The familiar old texts 
which through hundreds of years, genera- 
tion after generation, have been learned in 
childhood and treasured to latest old age 
will look like strangers in their new diction. 
Men and women will reluctantly give 


up the homelike words of thg Lord's Prayer 
or the sonorous and majes eclarations of 


Paul, or the solemn diction of Our Savior, 
which have been so deeply impressed upon 
their hearts and have been so often iterated 
that they have become a nabit of life. They 
will not willingly abandon the svlemn asso- 
ciations that attach to them. The daughter 
will cling to the quotations of her mother; 
the son will cherish the favorit texts of the 
father, in the words that lips long silent were 
accustomed to use. Early teachings exert 
the greatest influence, because they become 
ingrained in one’s life and character, and 
whatis longest remembered dates back to 
childhood. The changes of the Bible will 
be regarded by many as would an attempt to 
adapt the familiar and endearing lan- 
guage of the home circle to the pe- 
dantic and exact demands of modern scholar- 
ship, or a change of diction in old moss- 
grown proverbs or of the themes of old 
«legends which are the common property of 
every home. The children of the coming 
generation, not yet familiarized with its 
texts and having no associations connected 
with them, and the generations succeed- 
ing them, will find no difficulty in adopting 
them, but the young and old men and women 
of to-day, after their curiosity is satisfied, 
will be very likely to return to the old Bible 
which has guided them thus far, and is good 
enough to cheer, comfort, console, and guide 
|} them to the end. Fortunately, no edict can 
enforce the use of the new version or make 
it binding in any way. Each person, after 
comparing them, will decide for himself, and 
we have no doubt when the decisions are 
made that the old familiar Bible will remain 
in general use, at least among those to whom 
time and association have endeared it. 


A PRECEDENT FOR CONKLING’S SUICIDE. 
In 1840 the State of North Carolina was 
represented in the United States Senate by 
two Democratic Senators, and both men of 
ability. The one was Senator Bedford 
Brown, who was originally elected in 1829, 
and was serving the last year of his second 
term, which would expire March 3, 1841. 
The other was Senator Robert Strange, who 
was elected to the Senate in 1837, and whose 
term would not expire until March 3, 1843. 
In the winter of 1889-40 the Whigs. had a 
majority in both branches of the Legislature 
of North Carolina, but the Whigs did not 
approve of the doctrine of State instruction 
of Senators. Brown and Strange were both 
known to be believers in that doctring. The 
Whigs thereupon framed a series of resolu- 
tions in which they expressed the inability 
of the State of North Carolina to approve or 
indorse the votes of the two Senators from 
that State, and generally expressed a con- 
demnation of their Senatorial policy. 

These resolutions were adopted in January, 
1840, that being the January before the Presi- 
dential election at which Mr. Van Buren 
was a candidate for reélection. Had Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Strange resigned, the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Senate would be lost 
by their retirement and the immediate elec- 
tion of two Whigs. Messrs. Brown and 
Strange immediately notified the North Caro- 
lina Legislature that they believed in the 
doctrine of instructions, and if the Legis- 
lature would change their resolutions into in- 
structions the two Senators would immediate- 
ly respond by resigning or by obeying the in- 
structions. The Legislature declined making 
any such change, and thus the matter stood 
until June 30, when each of the Senators 
addressed a long letter to the Legislature of 
North Carolina, which was to meet on the 
third Monday of November, 1840, and in 
which they resigned their seats in the Senate, 
to take effect that day. In their address both 
Senators deny that the resolutions were in 
the nature of instructions, or that they were 
intended to be such. Mr. Brown laid it 
down as the law “that when the Legislature 
by resolutions of instruction, command their 
will to be done touching public measures, all 
further responsibility is removed from the 
Senator, and the vote which he gives is the 
vote of the Legislature. While he was not 
instructed, and therefore not bound to either 
resign or obey, still from an anxious desire 
to submit his public course to the decision of 
the people of the State, he resigned, saying 
that he would have done so at an earlier date 
if an election had sooner interv ened, 

Senator Strange laid down substantially 
the same doctrine on the ground of the duty 
of Senators to obey instructions or resign. 
Senator Brown left three months of his term 
unexpired, and Senator Strange left two 
years and three months of his term. 

Both Senators were confident of being re- 
elected; they had no doubt that the people of 
North Carolina were impatient to send them 
back covered with glory as their own suc- 
cessors. The campaign in North Carolina 
that year was an animated one. The Legis- 
lature elected by the people was Whig in 
both branches, and Messrs. Brown and 
Strange had their resignations accepted by a 
popular acclaim. They were succeeded in 
the Senate by Mr. Manguin for the long 
term of six years and three months, and by 
Mr. Graham, afterwards candidate for Vice- 
President, for the two years and three 
months term. 

Mr. Conkling’s stupid proceeding and his 
merciless sacrifice of poor Platt, has this 
somewhat ancient precedent, that is, it is a

To this we may add, not as 
a prophecy, but historically, that Messrs.

THE old lady in Northwestern Ohio who 
formerly “ took” the Chicago organ of ex-Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General Brady it ap- 
pears grew weary of it and “stopped” it last 
week. She had very little difficulty in stopping 
it, notwithstanding her great age and many in- 
firmities, for it was going very slow. But the 
summary proceeding has caused intense excite- 
mentin andabout the premises of the organ. 
The cutting off of its entire Ohlo support at a 
single blow delivered by an ancient femalc threw 
the organ into a syncope, from which it recov- 
ered only to explode in spasws of wrathful in- 
vective against the entire State of Ohio. With 
fine satire the organ exclaims: “ Whether the 
Republicans of New York will determine upon 
rejecting Conkling and Platt depends altogether, 
of course, upon what Ohio may direct in the 
matter.“ Observe, too, the bitterness of the or- 
gan’s irony: 

The fact is, there are not offices enough to go 
round if New York and other States go tuassum- 
ing prominence and press claims, and it will, 
therefore, not do tosend back such men as Conk- 
ling and Piatt, who are well known to believe, 
though they may not say so outright, that there 
are other States as as Obio. Of course this 
is very foolish as well as very insolent, and can- 
not well be over 

Note the derisive tone of this paragraph: 

It would probably be more proper to speak of 
that State as the National orphan, who must be 
found a place in the Federal Asylum, whvuever 
else may be left. The trouble with Cookling is, 
that he objects to this expression of the Nation's 
gratitude toward Ohio. There is where the 
man's stubborn vanity and imperious temper ex- 
hibited themselves. He actually turns up bis 
nose at Ohio, and says she don't deserve any 
more thao New York or Illinois. Such assur- 
ance is scand and wust be punished, of 
course. Liiinois don’t go round talking that way, 
or showing any such wicked pride, Illinois votes 
tor whoever Ohio wants supported, and acts the 
little gentleman in every respect. 

And much more of the same sort. 

It would have been more manly in the organ 
to have vented its spite upon the immediate 
cause of its wrath, the recaicitrant subscriber, 
instead of showering tne whole State of Ohio 
with satire, irony, and derision. “It is an ill 
bird that fouls ita own nest. The organ should 
not forget its fatheriana; it is an Onio orpban. 
Its publisher is an Ohioan; its editor is an Obio- 
an: its editorial writer is an Ohioan; its cashier 
isan Obioan; ite reporter is an Ohioan. We 
submit that the loss of its subscriber in Obio is 
not a sufficient excuse for such a terrible casti- 
gation of an entire people by the organ, to say 
nothing of the cruelty of the retiection it con- 
tains upon the Ohio orphans by whom it is con- 
ducted. The organ says that Mr. Conkling 
“turns up his nose at Ohio.” It is 
well known that Mr. Conkling’s nose 
“turns up”; but 80 far as we are 
aware the Chicago organ of Mr. Brady has the 
honor of having discovered the cause of this 
little peculiarity in the great ex-Senator’s 
physiognomy. It is well understood that the 
organ regards it as a sacred duty to sneeze when 
Mr. Conkling takes snuff. Isit possible that it 
also feels compelled to turn up its nose at Ohio 
because the great New Yorker turns up his nose 
at that State? Does Mr. Conkling turn up his 
nose at Ohio because President Garfield is an 
Ohio man? And does the organ turu up its nose 
at Ohio because the old lady got tired of it and 
stopped it, or because Mr. Conkling’s nose turns 
up when be looks toward Ohio?

If 
Napoleon had resigned on the eve of Waterloo 
or Lee the night before Gettysburg, they would 
have been in military history what Roscoe 
Conkling is likely to be in the political history 
of our times.

& St. Paul Railroad Company to-day completed 
driving the piles fora bridge connecting Bast 
and West Elgin at Chicago street, the main busi- 
ness street of the city. A large force of men is 
at work planking it, and it will be completed to- 
morrow. The structure, which is meant fora 
temporary one, will probably be allowed 
to stand several years. it has a twenty-foot 
drive-way, with ftive-foot foot-paths on 
each side, andis much more substantial than 
the old wooden bridge. For just a month—since 
April 19, when the flood carried away bridges 
and dams, and inundated the city—the sole 
means of communication between the two di- 
visions has been the watch-factory bridge, at the 
south end of the city, and over halt a mile from 
the business portron. The unfortunate attempt 
to substitute a temporary ferry at the Chicago 
street crossing led, on the th day of April, to 
the terrible ferry catastrophe — the loss of 
seven lives. The completion of this bridge is 
hailed with great delight. The railroad com- 

ny does the work free for the city, which 
urnishes the materials. 


SAFE-BLOWERS.

Dont rx. May . The Government has taken a 
bold step in arresting a Catholic priest. This 
morning the Rev. Father Sheehy, parish priest 
of Killmallock, was taken into custody under 
the Coercion act, on the charge of 
assembling with others, and unlawfully 
attempting, by threats and menace, to compel 
divers of ber Majesty’s subjects to quit 
their lawful employment, the aforesaid being 
an act calculated to interfere with the main- 
tenance of law and order. Along with Father 
Sheehy were arrested Henry Gilbertson, auc- 


tioneer and farmer; John Collins, farm- 
er; and Michael McCarthy, farmer. 
All are members of the local 


Land League. Notonlyin the County of Lim- 
erick, but throughout the whole south of Ire- 
land, Father Sheehy has taken a leading part in 
the land agitation. He was always a bold and 
popular leader. He attended the Land League 
conferences at Dublin, and 

TOOK A MAIN PART IN THE DEBATES, 
condemning the land bill. Four years ago he 
gained notoriety by bissing the Queen ata ban- 
quet given by Mr. Parnell duwn the Shannon, 
and since the passage of the Coercion act he 
has frequently chalienged the Government 
to arrest him. On the occasion of 
Miss Parnell's visit to Killmallock, Father 
Sheehy, by some pointed remarks, precipitated 
a popular outbreak and a dangerous demonstra- 
tion against a Sub- Inspector of police and an- 
other officer, who were in the crowd listening 
to the speeches. The excitement caused by this 
unexpected action on the part of the authori- 
ties is very great. Telegrams from the south 
represent the relations between the people and 
authorities as very strained indeed. There is 

NO LIMIT TO THE COMPLICATIONS 

which may arise out of the arrest of a 
priest who among his order has vertuinly 
taken the most prominent part in spread- 
ing and sustaining the most advanced 
developments ot the land agitation. Father 
Sheehy and bis fellow prisoners were conveyed 
at once to Naas Jail under a strong escort. 
Great excitement prevails at New Pallas.

MURDEROUS OUTLAWS. 

PorLanR Buurr, Mo., May 20.—A gentleman 
just from Williamsville brings the news of the 
killing this morning of John T. Davis, Sheriff, 
aud the wounding of James F. Hatton, Collector 
of Wayne County, by the three desperadoes 
who killed young Laforge and committed other 
desperate deeds in New Madrid County last 
week, an account of which was tele- 
graphed at the time. It appears that 
Sherif? Davis, who lived at Greenville, the 
county-seat of Wayne, bad reason to suspect 
that one or more of these desporadoes were in 
that vicinity,and this morning be and Mr. Hatton 
mounted their horses and rode about a mile 
from town to the house of a man 
named Lee. Here they found the men 
they were looking for, taking breakfast, 
and, stepping inside the house, Davis command- 
ed them to rise from the table and surrender. 
They arose as directed, but with drawn re- 
volvers. which they used so effectively that 
Davis was shot down, mortally wounded, and 
Hatton received a ball in the bead which 
drove him crazy. The men immediately 
tied, and, although ove of them was subse- 
quently arrested, be escaped from his captors.

The people of 
Wayne County are intensely excited over the 
event, and 500 of them are said to be scouring 
the woods in all directions for the murderers.

THE SAFFORD CASE. 

Two o'clock yesterday afternoon was the time 
set for hea the nine cases of alleged perjury 
against De Loid Safford, the New York attorney 
who came to Chicago to look after the interests 
of nine Eastern firms who were creditors of 
Joseph Lederer, the jeweler, whose place of 
business on Madison street was partially burned 
out last February.

The missive referred to was received by the 
Mayor, and in it Mr. Sexton charged that the 
pians had been changed from those on which he 
made his contracts, and hence the contract was 
violated.

contract.“

THE COUNTY-BUILDING. 


James TAYLOR, in jail on a charge of larceny, 
was yesterday discharged by order of the Grand 
Jury.

It 
is au appeal from a Justice of the Peace where 
the defendant was tined for running a dummy 
in the Town of Lake View in violation of an 
ordinance passed by the town offivers. 


In the County Court yesterday a new trial was 
granted in the case of the little girl Lillie Riley, 
who was a few days ago found to be “ depend- 
ent“ and turned over to the Industrial School 
at Evanston. Pending the arguments on the 
motion the parents of the little waif fled an 
affidavit setting forth that alady named Wil- 
son, who wanted to adopt the child, had insti- 
tuted the proceedings to get possession of it, 
etc. The parents are anything else than an 
attractive pair, while the child is as pretty as a 
picture. 


Won on the new Court- House is being pushed 
as rapidiy as possible, and it is expected t the 
court-rooms will be ready for occupancy very 
soon. At present Judges Iuley and Barnum, the 
Law Library, the County Board, and the Probate 
Court are the only occupants of the building. 
The walls and ceilings are still damp, and it is 
necessary to keep the steam on in the building 
in order to dry them out thoroughiy.

A TABLET ON THE HISTORIC SITE. 

It bas already been annodnced that the His- 
torical Society intends betore long to mark with 
suitable tablets the extreme northerly and 
southerly points of the great fire, so that future 
generations may form a proper idez of its 
immensity. The great trouble in connection with 
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intention regarding the interesting and histor- 
ical piece of land which has come into his pos- 
session. Mr. Koliar said that he had had several 
interviews with the Historical Society people on 
the subject, and that ne fully agreed with them 
that the spot should be commemorated as they 
proposed. Atthe same time he had the greatest 
objection to building a stone front to his bulid- 
ing, as it would entaitan immediate additional 
expense of $600, and also an annual increase ia 
his taxes of $40,—a very formidable considera- 
tion, he thought.

The $1 pianos, snide 
jeweiry, books with suggestive titles, but moral 
contents, etc., have had their day, and are no 
longer profitable. One P. W. Williams, who has 
been written up several times in ine TRIBUNE, 
invented what he called the “* svlaro- 
gran not long ago, and it had 
an immense run, G rangers pay lug 
$1 for a piece of tin shaped like a triangle, a bit 
of paper about the size of a silver dollar, and a 
block of wood of similar dimensions. The wide 
advertisement of this fraud checked the sales.

It seems strange that a man 
can be so foolish as to believe that a valuable 
clock will be sent to him for $1.11; but there 
are thousands of people who believe the adver- 
tiser will carry out bis agreement. lu a few 
eases the *“Solarograph" will be mailed; in the 
majority the man will put the stamps into his 
drawer and forget the address of the “sucker” 
who sent them. 

A Canadian, who lives in Montreal, is the last 
victim, and he writes THe TRIBUNE to find out 
what has become of his stamps. When thisgen- 
tleman and others ascredulous realize that some -

HIS LECTURE ON THE GREAT INFIDEIA. 

Col. R. G. Ingersoll yesterday evening deliv- 
ered his lecture upon “The Great Infidels”’ in 
the Central Music-Hall, which was crowded to 
its fullest extent by an audience about equally 
composed of ladies and gentiemen, who enjoyed 
thoroughly bis effort.

The Detroit Board of Trade, 
who are unanimously in favor of the bill, was 
largely represented, and many other prominent 
business men of Detroit were present. 

This afternoon, after the Senate adjourned, 
the Chamber was occupied in listening to the 
arguments of G. V. N. Lothrop, D. D. Hughes, 
and Ashier Pond, who represented the interest 
of the Michigan Central. As it is a little 
squabble in which both Vanderbilt and 
Gould are taking a hand, they were 
not in favor of the bill, of course. The Detroit 
Board of Trade appeared at the Capital yester- 
day to lobby for Joy’s Union Depot and create, 
if possible, the impression that they represented 
the whole City of Detroit. An open meeting 
was held in Rbpresentative Hall last evening, 
and all the old arguments for and against the 
bill were rehashed without eliciting any new 
ideas. 

The House has passed the House bill appro- 
priat money fora new building at the State 
Prison; concurred in the Senate amendments to 
the Highway bill, which compietely remodels 
said law; and concurred in the Senate resolution 
instructing the Attorney-General to investigate 
the German-American Semin grant and see 
that it is expended 4s originally inteaded. 

The House also passed the Senate bill amend- 
ing tiie holiday laws so as to make legal holidays 
of New Year's, Fourth of July. Christmas, 
Thanksgiving, Decoration-Day, and Washing- 
ton’s-Birtbday, and to be so considered in both 
banking and court business. 

The Senate Committee reports favorably or 
the House bill to cede part of Saginaw Count 
to Bay. The Senate p House bi 
amending the chartersof Union City and Olivet; 
to amend the law relative toexpress companies; 
Hopx«ins’ bill for the incorporation of manu- 
facwring and mercantile companies; to priat 
30.000 copies of Michigan in the War; and a 
bill to protect brakemen on railway-trains. 

The foliowing were lost: House bill to punish 
charivari parties, and the Frescoing bill. The 
latter was lost by 15 to 10. and subsequently re- 
considered and tabied. The St. John C bill 
was also lost at a late bour. 

This afternoon the Ontonagon Land-Grant bill 
was passed in the Committee of the Whole. To- 
nibgt the friends of the bili are jubilant over 
their first knock-down.

' Aside of Defaulted 
Bonds. 


How Marks, the Bailor, Played 
In on the Criminal

Mention has been made of the fact that Judge 
Hawes has under considerauon the question of 
whether or not be can Set aside the judgment 
taken on bonds in the Criminal Court after the 
surrender of the prisoner by the bondsmen. It 
is a Knotty problem, and just now one of the 


greatest importance to those who have been un- 


fortunate enough to have judgment entered 
against them, and who are doing everything in 
their power to clear themselves, either by the 
surrender of the prisoner or by other means. 
Zn the discussion of the question yesterday by 
attorneys around the Criminal Court some sug- 
gestions were made which it may not be amiss 
to lay before the public, nor yet to have Judge 
Hawes’ attention called to, especially if he 
should decide that the surrender of the prisoner 
must work the setting aside of the judgment. 
One case was cited in which the judgment and 
costs had both been set aside, not by surren- 
der of the principal, bowever, but by the sur- 
render of another criminal, and the course pur- 
sued iu the matter was severely criticised. 
case in point was that of E. N. Marks, a profes- 
sional bondsman, or one who is said to sign bonds 
and take risks of the kind for a consideration. 
He went on one Purdy's bond,—a notorious 
crook,—several years ago, it appears, in the sum 
of $500, and when Purdy was wanted for trial be 
was not forthcoming. though Marks tried to get 
bim to save himself. But, as a last resort, be or his 
attorney arranged with the State's Attorney to 
turn up another missing prisoner, one in whom 
he was 2 to have no interest, provided 
the $500 default aguinst him on account of 
Purdv's absence should be set aside. This pris- 
oner was one Morgan, who was brought from St. 
Louis a few weeks ago, and Wednesday, in the 
call of the scire facias calendar, when the 
Purdy-Marks default was reached, 

THE BARGAIN WAS MADE 
known to the Court. and the arrangement Was 
concurred in, even to the extent of setting aside 
the costs, which was clearly wrong. 

But the milk in the cocoanut, the attorneys 
contended, was not so much in the bistory re- 
lated, nor yet in the questionable urrangement 
or bargain entered into with the State's-At- 
torney by which Marks-escaped paying $500 to 
the county, but in the manner of Morgan's re- 
turn. In ging off Marks represented that 
Morgan had been brought back at bis (Marks’) 
individual expense, but, according to the re- 
porter's informant, such was not the case, for 
while it cost bim #50 to cancel an obligation of 
$500, it cost the State just $90! That is, Morgan 
was brought back upon a requisition, and the 
officer who brought him collected for mileage 
and expenses from the State the amount named. 
In other words, Mr. Marks advanced $50 to the 
officer with the understanding that he was to re- 
ceive $450 in return, which was pawnshbop gen- 
erosity, tosay the least, and subsequent! the 
ofticer collected $90 from the people of the State, 
with which he could do as he pieased,—reim- 
burse Marks, or put it in his own pocket. 

It will be seen from this little transaction, 
therefore, that it will be necessary for Judge 
Hawes in setting aside judgements or defaults 
upon the return of the principal, or some 
other lost criminal, to move slow, for it is 
a very easy matter for bondsmen to make 
money, and for the State to lose a 7 
deal in just such deals. He should see 
to it in the future, and no doubt will, that the 
machinery and money of the State is not used 
by bondsmenin default to help them out of 
their troubles, and the fewer such bargains 
entered into by the State’s-Attorney the better. 
It is well enough to use all the power at the 
— of the State to bring refugees from 
justice fo an accountability, when their im- 
portance will nt the outlay, but it would 
seem in bad tast® to employ the bondsmen of 
other criminais as the agents of the lav. asin 
the Marks case, and arrange with them in ad- 
vance to set aside 4 imap banging over 
them in consideration of their services. 

To what extent this practice has heretofore 
2 is not known, but Judge Hawes says 

e had no idea that the return of Morgan

to the State when the judgment was being set 
aside, but, if he had, things might have been 
different. Mr. Milis also denies any knoweledge 
of any claim baving been presented against the 
State in the matter, and says he has been de- 
ceived if one was. e way to prevent such 
transactions in the future is plain. That is, the 
State can be saved any and all expense in such 
bargains by the Judge of the County Court re- 
fusing to certify to the Governor to the bili of 
expenses of the person returning the prisoner, 
which he would cheerfully do if asked.

Stocks were strong. A good deal of realizing 
attends the upward movement, but those who 
take their profits are continually reinvesting 
them in the market. Rumors of the rosiest kind 
are in circulation with regard to nearly every 
stock on the list. The public are buying more 
freely. 

All the Vanderbilts—Canada Southern, New 
York Central, Lake Shore, Michigan Central, 
and Northwestern—were strong. This was iu 
part due to anxious covering by the shorts, and 
partly to investment buying. German bankers 
are buying New York Central. A large short in- 
terest remains unliquidated in Michigan Central. 

Omaha preferred was active. Points of a sure 
rise in it are in circulation everywhere. The 
Rock Isiand people are buying it, and 
are said to have a plan for teasing it 
as a part of their projected line iuto 
the Northwestern country. It is known that an 
influential partyin the Northwestern Road are 
in favor of absorbing the Omaha, but they have 
so far been overruled. 

Northern Pacific was apparently being sold 
freely. 

It was reported that the conditions of the 
lease Of the Kansas & Texas were unfavorable 
to that road, and that Gould had been selling it.

The 
market opened strong at an advance of \ 
to2 per cent on the closing quotations of yester- 
day, the latter in Ohio & Mississippi preferred, 
but in the early dealings there was a reaction of 
% to 1 per vent. Before the First Board the 
dealings assumed a decidedly firm tone, and by 
noon prices bad advanced \ to 3% per cent, 
Louisiana & Missouri River.

Advancement in the Senate of 
the Lake-Shore Driveway 
Bill. 


Both Apportionment Bills Suc- 
cessful by a Strict Party 
Vote. 


Continuation of the Struggle Over 
Appropriation Bills in the 
House. 


Quite a Commotion Created by the Re- 
ception of the Apportionment 
Bills. 


No Progress Made, However, and an Ad- 
journment Taken until To-Day. 


SENATE. 
THE LAKE-SHORE DRIVE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRING rtl o, III., May 20.—The Senate con- 
vened at the usual hour this morning. 

The Weber House bill, forthe improvement 
of the Lake-Shore driveway. Chicago, and its 
use as a part ot the boulevard system, was read 
a second time. 

Senator Calion argued against the bill, claim- 
ing that it gave the right of eminent domain to 
a Board of Park Commissioners. 

Senator Merritt presented a petition from a 
number of kickers against the passage of the 
bill. The petinon was signed by H. H. Honoré, 
Ralph Hoyt, 8. H. Kerfoot, William Loeb, J. M. 
Adsit, W. D. Kerfoot, George L. Duniap, and 
others. The Senator followed up his petition 
witha speech, in Which be declared that the 
passage of the bill would be 
DISASTROUS TO THE INTERESTS OF 

ERTY-OWNERS 
in the vicinity of the proposed driveway. He 
therefore moved a reference of the bill to the 
Committee on Judiciary. 

Senator Adams said the petition merely 
brougbt a neigbborhood quarrel into the 
Senate. Since Senator Merritt had lugged 
the matter in, he proposed to tell the 
whole story. Senator Adams then took a large 
map and explained the relative positions of the 
parks in and around Chicago. The petitioners, 
he continued, had forwarded their remonstrance 
with the idea that if the Lincoln Park Commis- 
sioners could improve the Lake-Sbore boulevard 
atacost of $5,000, then there was no necessity 
for the Dearborn avenue boulevard. Hence the 
remonstrance. He had been requested to 
delay or defeat the bill, but believed 
it was right, and should try to 
pass it. This drive was only fit to be used 
for purposes of pleasure. It ran along the lake 
shore, a ragged strip of three blocks. This bill 
would secure its permanent improvement. The 

MAJORITY OF THE NORTH SIDE PEOPLE, 
outside of Dearborn avenue, desired the bill 
passed. 

Senator Callon took another whack at the bill, 
aud charged that it gave the Lincoln Park Com- 
missioners too extended authority. 

But the motion to refer was lost, and the bill 
sent to third reading. 

‘The Senate bill reducing the rate of penalties 
imposed on property sold for delinquent taxes, 
was read a third time. 

Senator Adams op the bill. It was not 
productive of relief to poor people, and, if 
passed, would tend to preventa collecuon of 
revenue. ° 

Senator Artiey favored the passage of the bill. 
Cook County was: 

INFESTED WITH LANUD-SITARKS, 
who attended tax-sales, bought up the property 
of the poor for tritling sums, and would not ro- 
lease. their claims except on payment of an ex- 
orbitant sum, or unless they were compelled to 
relinquish tbroug an yy oot chancery suit.

The bill was defeated by a vote of yeas 12, 
nays 2.

THE CONGRESSIONAL APPORTIONMENT BILL, 
telegraphed to Tun TRIBUNE yesterday, was 
read a taird time, whereupon Senator Campbell 
promptiy moved the previous question.

The motion was lost by a party vote of yeas 14.

Senator Merritt moved to adjourn, which was

APTROPRIATIONS AGAIN. 
Nec Lispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 20.— The appropriation 
racket was renewed this morning, and the Dem- 
ocrats started in to pound the bill apprupriating 
$37,220 to the Normal University at Normal 
much as a professional boxer would larrup a bag 
of sand, just to get his fists in shape. Au hour 
and a half was devoted to the discussion of the 
utility of normal schoois in general, and the 
propriety of trimming down the proposed ap- 
propriation to $16,000 per annum for salaries, 
fuel, additions to the library and museum, and 
incidentals. The House declined to go to that 
extent with its economy, but did finally draw the 
line at $17,500 per annum, or $35,000 altogether— 
u saving of some $2,530) on the whole bill. As 
thus amended, the bill was sent to third reading. 


THE NEXT APPLE OF DISCORD 

was a bill proposing to appropriate $53,000 to the 
cause of turning out the oratwurical farmers at 
the Illinois Industrial University at Champaign. 
It was fought over all the rest of the morning 
and for half an hour or so during the afternoon, 
the Democrats attacking the institution as one 
which had been partly diverted from its original 
purpose of manufacturing scientitic and im- 
practicable farmers into one designed to impart 
a classical education to its students. Besides at- 
tacking it in general, they pried into its financial 
management,much to the apparent disgust of 
the Regent. whose broadcloth covered a com- 
mon wood chair in front of the centre aisic, and 
went for cach item separately, and with knives 
freshly sharpened. The item of $2,000 for lab- 
oratories was cut down to $1,600; the library 
item from $1,000 to $800, and the current ex- 
pense item for salaries in the several Depart- 
ments from $20,000 to $10,000, independent of the 
salary-grabon the interest accruing from an 
endowment fund of $32),00. 

AN ONSLAUGHT, FIERCE AND LONG, 
was made upon an item of $5,500 for a new boil- 
er-house,—something which almost every one of 
the several State institutions seem to be 
strangely in need of this year. One amendment 
proposed to cut it down to $1 and another to 
$3,000. After worrying over it a while, the item 
was reduced $500 worth. Economy dould no 
further go. But the slashers, apparently nothing 
daunted, went at itagaininan attempt to cut 
down the item of $4,000 for a boiler, steam pipes, 
new steam coils, etc., to $1.

THE ANNA APPROPRIATION. 

The remainder of the afternoon session was 
spent in a laborious but vain attempt to do 
some slashing on the Anna Appropriation bill, 
which asks for the modest sum of $159,535, in ad- 
dition to $94,000 already appropriated, for a new 
wing, and $12,000 for temporary barracks. 

An adjournment at 6 o'clock prevented the bill 
from being sent to third reading. Just before 
adjourning the Speaker said there was every 
prospect of a good working quorum to-morrow, 
the ovatriotic Democratic minority having 
pledged themselves to stay and attend to busi- 
ness. The announcement served as a hint to the 
Republicans to do likewise, and caused the with- 
drawal of anotice of a Republican caucus to 
consider this very subject of appropriations. An 
attempt was made to secure au evening session, 
but, like a similar attempt the other day, it was 
a failure, and the House accordingly adjourned 
until to-morrow ——

° A HOPEFUL SIGN.

The knowledge that 
the Senate won't rescind the resolution for ad- 
journment, and the further fact that if they 
don’t get through they are likely to be called 
together in extra session before they get 
out of town, with the possibility that such 
an extra session might include the business of 
apportionment as well as appropriations, have 
bad a good deal to do with — blicans as well 
as Democrats in bringing about a tacit agree- 
ment of this sort.

NORTH CAROLINA POL TICS, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Paciric Hore, CNICAdO, May 20.—I find the 
following dispatch in your issue of this morning: 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 19.—A movement, which itis 
understood has as its originator and promoter a no 
less prominent person than Judge ‘l'vurzee, author of 
“A Fool's Errand,” was completed last night. The 
State Convention of colored men, which has been in 
session here since the lith, adjourned at a late hour 
last night. It wus composed of the most prominent 
colored men in the Stace, and met for the purpose of 
inaugurating measures looking to amore liberal be- 
stowal of Federal offices to the colored men of this 
State. A committee of fiftecn was appointed to pro- 
ceed at once to Washington and lay the grievances of 
the colored men betore President Gartieid. In their 
manifesto setting forth their richts. thev claim that 
the negro has been too long nguring in this State with 
broom and spittoon; that he must ve at the head of 
some of the vffices, and not merely a deputy: and they 
threaten, if they are not more substantially recog- 
nized, to quit the Republican party. 

Permit me to say that itis utterly false. The 
call for the Convention had been signed by 
many leading colored men before I ever heard 
of it. I know nothing as to what the Convention 
has done or proposed to do, and while I may ap- 
prove its acts, | am not to be forced into “ going 
it blind” in any such way. 

Your dispatch was evidently prompted by that 
despicabie ring of North Carolina bosses who 
have been sitting ou the party in that State for 
years. They are evidently afraid that the Presi- 
dent wil listen to my views and cast about for 
some more active, liberal, less offensive, and 
more effective men. So they try to connect my 
naine with this movement and make it appear 
that [ am tr rying to “set the ‘niggers’ againat 
the whites.""

The John B. Lyon 
unquestionably is one of the handsom est speci- 
mens of marine architecture ever introduccd 
into the port of Chicago, and as such, and inas- 
much as she has been named after the merchant 
prince of the city, she deserves to be honored. 
Capt. Frank Perew, of Buffalo, is the owner, and 
in the kindness of bis beart be has selected a 
name worthy of the honor for his fine vessel. 

LAKE FREIGHTS.

TUG w. H. WOLF. 

Early yesterday morning the new tus W. H. 
Wolf arrived bere from Milwaukee under the 
command of Capt. James McGinn. luasmuch as 
much expectation has been based upon this 
craft, itis not to be wondered at that she at- 
tracted considerable attention. Criticism, of 
course, added to the interest, and criticism was 
at hight throughout the day. As a rule, all ad- 
mitted that the Wolf presented a much finer ap- 
pearance than the Crawford, because of an effort 
on the part of the builders to make an improve- 
ment in the construction of tugs. The only crit- 
icism that could ibly be passed wus upon the 
house of the ruft, and this must be passed over, 
as Chicago boasts of the best tug-bouse builder 
on the lakes. The Wolf is a craft seventy-three 
feet and a few inches long over ail, with nine 
feet three inches hoid. and sixteen feet four 
inches beam across the bare outside 
plank. In gencral appearance is a 
great improvement upon the Craw- 
ford. She carries a 20x22 engine, one of the 
handsomest oer ass upon a tug-boat, aleo a 
boiler 744 feet in diameter and 15‘¢ long, tested 
for ninety-five pounds of steam. During the 
run up from Milwaukee she carried between 
sixty and seventy-five pounds of steam and 
averaged nine miles an bour. To-day soe will 
begin actual work upon the river, and her 
merits or demerits remain to be proven by what 
sbe is capable of performing.
